On the stage there were about fifty} 
of the representative men of this city 
who stand highest in every calling of 
life. Sam. D. Jones presided over the 
meeting. D. W. W. Landrum opened 
with a prayer. Then 
Bradley with his talk. Throughout the 
discourse he used many illustrations, 
In each instance showing clearly the 
point which he was striving to convey. 
Every phase of charity and love was 
handled with the utmost care and 
thought. He was certainly at home 
with his topic, and many left the house 
knowing and realizing what good or- 
ganized charity is to a community and 
to the whole world. 

In introduction he said: 

“There is no spot on the face of the 
earth where I feel so much at home as 
here. 1 feel that humanity as a whole 
deserves praise for such a gathering 
on this occasion. I have not hit upon 
one single fact or occasioh where a 
gathering is more remarkable than 
this. I doubt if there are a half a 
dozen cities in America which can 
bring together such a gathering as 
| this.” 

He described the movements of the 
lower forms of life, demonstrating in 
each case the love which a spider. a 
fish, a snake, a bird, a pig has for its 
young. Finally he reached man, who 
abounds in love, and is the only crea- 
tion that. can fully appreciate it, and 
administer its attributes with correct- 
ness. 

“Love is a measure of life develop- 
ment,” said Dr. Bradley. “The perfect- 
ly selfish man is unknown. I have 
heard of theitotally depraved man, but 
I think he *is a myth.

On the other hand there are a num- 
ber who have expressed the following 
opinion;

I belleve Dr. bigham has 
been under a practical suspension of s1X 
months and in view of his manly anda

Legal Status of Dr. Bigham’s Case. 

There are many who are inquiring as 
to the exact legal status of Dr. Big- 
ham'’s case at the présent time. ‘ine 
Methodist law requires if charges be 
brought against a man a committee of 
investigation shall be appointed.

What Dr. Williams Says. . 

The claim will be made that if the 
committes finds Dr. Bigham guilty of 
drunkenness, they have but che course, 
and that is to order a ¢fial to fix a 
penalty. As indicative of the attitude of 
these who appear to be fighting Dr. Big- 
ham personally, but who are not, the 
statement of Rev. M. 8. Williams, one of 
the leading members of conference, is 
typical. He said on the floor of the con- 
ference: 

“This is the most trying hour of my 
life. I would like at this moment to 
put my arms around Dr. Bigham and 
tell him how I love him. His father 
was my dearest friend. But, brethren, 
the church is a dear old institution; for 
it we have toiled and prayed and for it 
the martyrs have died.

THAW TAKES FIRM STAND 


Prominence of the Parties and Sen- 
_gational Incidents in Their Ca- 
reers Will Make Trial One of 
Most Notable in Crimi- 

nal History. 


New York, November 25.—The trial of 
Harry Kendall Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, the noted architect, probably wi.

and this trial is looked forward to as 
one of the most famous cases in the 
criminal history of New York state. 

The prominence of the Thaw family 
socially, the wealth of his parents, the 
circumstances surrounding the young 
man’s marriage to Evelyn Nesbit, the 
artists’ mode] and chorus girl, and the 
spectacula ne in the midst of: which 
he fired the bullets into the breast of the 
man who he claimed had betrayed his 
wife, all tend to attract an interest to 
the trial, extending from one end of tha 
eountry to the other, 

For a long time an effort has been made 
to have young Thaw rely upon a de- 
fanse of “emotional insanity,” but he 
steadfastly has declined to give his as- 
sent to any such plan, and in his de- 


termination not to agree to hide bchind 


a cloak of insanity, the cause which. he 
iwrpatiently asserts to be just, he has at 
one time and another since his, imprison- 
ment dismissed several ‘of the lawyers 
charged to help in his defense, among 
them a former governor of the state of 
Now York. 

Interesting Personages Involved. 

The players in this extraordinary trag- 
edy of real life are each of them interest 
ing. Harry Thaw, the ever-wayward son 
ef rich and indulgent parents, had becom: 
widely known throughout the country; 
prior to the killing of Stanford Whito by 
reason of the publicity given to many of 
his escapades by the newspapers. His 
father, the late William Thaw, was.one 
of Pittsburg'’s richest men. He had eaiiy 
seen that Harry was not to be entrusted 
with a large income lest he give himself 


. over to a life of luxurious idleness and 
“Mterty. So ‘when ‘the elder Thaw died 
‘He provided that Harry Thaw shoulu 


have ony $2,600 a year. The bulk of 
the estate went to Mrs. William Thaw, 
whose indulgent love for her childrez. 
Was soon made apparent in the manner 
in which she lavished money upon them. 
Harry Thaw had but to ask whatever 
sum he choose and the mother gave it 
to him. He abandoned his $2,500 a year 
income from the estate to his valet. lt 
is said that the young man’s expenditures 
often averaged as high as $80,000 and 
$100,000 a year. 
Sister Married English WBarl. 

‘Four or five years ago the Thaw family 
came into unusual prominence through 
the announcement of the engagement of 
Harry Thaw’s sister to the Earl of Yar- 
mouth. This young English nobleman 
had been in America for two years or 
more at that time. He was entertaineu 
at Newport, «und at the end of a success-

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in New York, were often seen tdgether 
at the theaters and the cafes, and ap- 
parenthy their lives ran happily together. 


The Killing of White. 


It was late in the evening of June 25th 


last #hat the city and soon the entire 
country was ringing with the tragic news 
that Harry Thaw had slain Stanford 
White. The setting for the fatal attack 
had been the Madison Square Roof Gar- 
den, where the first night performance of 
a summer musical show known as ‘Mile. 
Champagne’ was being given. The place 
was gay in flowers and muiti-colored 
clectric lights, and was throngeg with a 
tashionable dressed audience. On the 
slage a man was singing “I Could Love 
a Thousand Girls,” when suddenly above 
the music the pistol shots rang out. The 
music ceased, the chorus girls and ac- 
tors wpon the stage were terror stricken, 
men and women in the audience dropped 
their glases upon the tables before them. 
in the stillness a man was hearg to say: 
“You ruined -my wife, @— you, and 
now I"ve got you.” 

Stanford White lay dead at the table 
where he had been sitting; Harry Thaw, 
in evening dress,.stood with a smoking 
ristol in his hatd.” His wife, who had 
seen him fire the fatal shot, was led 
screaming away from the spot, and Thaw 


vas arrested. He miade no attempt. to. 


cscape. 
White was vice president of the Madi- 


son Gquare Garden Company, and was 
the architect of that famous structure in 
whose tower he had always maintainel 
a studio. It was in this tower that Thaw 
had ch time and time again since 
nis arrest that White entertained young 
zomen at the gayest of parties. Thaw 
said he had frequently complained of 
these studio parties to the Society for 
the Prevention of Vice, and it has been 
stated on authority that this society had 
nade several investigations prior to ths 
roof garden tragedy. 
White Had Befriended Girl. 

It has been brought ovt since the shoot- 
ing that White befriended Evelyn Nesbit 
and her mother when the young woman 
‘vas first brought to thiscity to enter the 
studios as a model. Letters which passed 
between White and the mother of the 


girl have been published, ang they play 
There 


called from Europe when the tragedy oc- 
curred, has also been a frequent calier. 
There have been many family confer- 
ences and many stormy interviews in 


the young man’s cell, his resentment be- 


ing shown every time the suggestion of 
insanity has been offered.

“Then it’s to the workhouse and the 
rock pile,” said the policemen, and 
suiting action to word, they hauled in 
twenty-six of them in one day as work- 
house candidates. 

It is said there is a demand for 1,000 
able-bodied men in Indianapolis at $2 
for a day of nine hours, yet many 
of these men hanging around the dives 
and saloons practically admitted they 
would not work if they were paid $10 
a-day for it. So the police are pro- 
ceeding to require them to find work 
for themselves or go to work for the 
public. 

What Indianapolis is doing every 
city and town in Georgia can and 
should do. We have an effective 
vagrancy law in Georgia under which 
the loafers ought to be rounded up and 
compelled to make themselves useful, 
if not to themselves, then to the com- 
munity. 

Nowhere is labor more in demand 
than in Georgia. And there is 
scarcely a city or town of any size in 
the’ state in which there cannot be 
found idle negroes, and white men, 
too, for that matter, who are worse 
than useless members of the commu- 
nity. 

Make them go to work, white and 
black alike! The idler who works 
two days and makes enough to sustain 
him in indolence the balance of the 
week should be put in the same class. 

As a matter of public policy, of pub- 
lic safety, we say, arrest the vagrants! 
If they will not go to work of their 
own volition, then put them to work 
in the name of the lew. 

There is plenty of Authority on the 
Georgia statute books to separate the 
vagrant from his idleness, and public 
policy and the general good demand

offer or solicitation to labor in the 
United States?” 

The ambassador, naturally a man 
of some consequence, dignity and 
self-respect, balked at the more im- 
pertinent of these questions. He said 
he had no objection to answering 
those relating to statistical purposes, 
but that others of more searching 
nature he regarded as entirely super- 
fluous and an invasion of ‘his individ- 
ual and official] rights.

Trained Men Needed. 

“And now, what truths follow from the 
preecding amazing statistics? First, this 
r@gion of immeasurable resources is go- 
ing to be developed; second, it ie6 going 
to be developed either by the north and 
east or by the south; third, the north 
and east are fitting their young men to 
do this work; fourth, if the young men 
of the south are to compete with these 
trained engineers, they must be equipped 
likewise. The conclusion follows wita 
the force and inevitableness of a gsylio- 
gismin logic. If our young men are not 
prepared for this work, the south is 
destined to suffer a loss compared with 
which the material losses of the days of 
war and reconstruction will be insignifi- 
cant. Yet, in spite of these truths, the 
records show that whereas last year 
there were 6,000 new industrial enter- 
prises established in the south, in tae 
scuthern collegeg there were only 9,296 
young mien taking scientific courses, 
Of these, moreover, less than fow® thou- 
sand were definitely technical students— 
less than one student to each of the tee 
ettadlishments. 

So deeply impressed with these truths 
‘end conditions has been the president of 
one of the leading southern tecanolog- 
ical schools that in a recently published 
communication he makes this emphatic 
statement: 


d’rection. This development was Lymaa 
Hall's fixed aim and purpose. To this 
end he strove without rest, at all®*sea- 
sons, and with his best and highest ener- 
cles, and he made it secure in its strength 
and with a fame that has traveled, no. 
cnly throughott Georgia and the south, 
but throughout. much of the north and 
the west. 


When Hall Took Charge. 

“When, in June of 1896, Dr. Hall be- 
came president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, it consisted of two brick 
buildings: and two small frame dormi- 
trries, having an attendance of less than 
cne hundred students and a corps of in- 
Structors numbering twelve, and offer- 
Ing a single course, that of mechanical 
engineering. He at-once set about chang- 
ing radically these conditions. His plea 
for larger and sorely needed appropria- 
7nOns was persistently brought before the 
state legislature, and when he failed to 
secure what he required from this sourca 
he turned to moneyed men and philan- 
thropists for assistaneé: In this latter 


endeavor he was unusually successful, and

. many instances, a lawyer's fee would be 
too great a part of the claim to justify a 
suit. So many claims are abandoned, 
rather than to incur the expense and 
trouble in connection with them. 

Then again, circumstances indicate tha. 
goods are turned over to draymen dam- 
eged or short in weight, taking the dray- 
mafi's receipt for same “in good order,” 
then hiding behind this unsuspecting dray- 
man’s receipt as a shield from having to 
pay the shortage or damage. More legis- 
létion is evidently needed on this line.

During his 
stay on the isthmus the president visited 
the republic of Panama, and for a time 
was under the protection of the Panama 
flag.

If the sofl is_a stiff clay 
I would certainly aa: it under as soon 
as possible, 


BERMUDA. GRASS. 

D. P. H., Whiteville, N. C.—I have got 
interested in bermuda grass and have 
been corresponding. with some parties 
in your state about it. It fs not grown 
here. Please send me such printed mat- 
ter as you have onathe value, etc., of 
this now much praised grass. I am under 
many obligations for past favors and 
would be pleased if I could repay you. 

Answer—I have no printed matter in 
regard to bermuda grass. Its value as 
a summer grass is so well understood in 
this state that it is not necessary to 
maké experiments and publish bulletins 
on that subject. It is strictly. a summer 
pasture grass. It will persist under the 
most severe treatment on the poorest 
land. but of course it does much better 
on good land, It is not particularly a 
meadow grass, except on rich, moist low 
grounds, where it will grow from a foot 
to knee high. On uplands it does not 
grow high enough, as a rule, to mow. 
The only apprehension you need be un- 
der in growing it is the danger of it be- 
ing killed- in the winter. It stands the 
winters as far north as Nashville, Tenn., 
where it grows luxuriantly in public 
parks, etc. It does not produce seed in 
this climate, but the imported seed may 
be bought of most of the southern seeds- | 
men at 50 to 75 cents per pourd, and 
five or six pounds of seed are’ sufficient 
to seed an acre of land. The soil should 
be put in thoroughly good condition and 
harrowed smooth and the seed sown 
after all danger of frost is over, say in 
April or May. The best plan, however, 
where roots are available, is to seed the 
ground with roots, dropping a bunch of 
the jointed stems every two feet in shal- 
low furrows three feet apart. 


FRUIT BARK BEETLE. 

W. H., Raccoon, Mills, Ga.—Several of 
of my peac h trees are affected with the 
bark beetle and a few have died. @ 
there any way of clearing the orchard of 
them or do they only attack trees that 
are not in good condition? The beetle 
seems to be working on trees that are 
otherwise in good shape. Please send 
me your pamphiet on spraying. Thanking 
you for your information. 

Answer (by Professor Starnes)—There 
is no known remedy for the fruit bark 
bettle (scolytus rugulosus) and as a rule 
they never attack a tree aniess it is al- 
ready doomed by some other malady not 
readily apparent at the time the beetle 
makes its appearance, but developing 
afterwards—either rosette, loss of vi- 
tality from peach borer, nematodes in the 
root or some other hidden cause. The 
beetle itself does relatively little damage 
and merely “finishes up the job” which 
some other agency has commenced. T 
send under separate cover our bulletin 
42 on peaches, which will give you ad- 
ditional information.

Answer—!. We have made no experi- 
ments in the feeding of German milet 
to horses and mules, It has long been 
known among scientific agricuiturists, 
and to 
farmers, that hay, made of German mil- 
let is rather a ngerous food and re- 
quires to be fed with care. 

2. In regard to alfalfa,. which I Know 
as lucerne, I send you copy of press bDul- 
letin No. 81, which gives you my expe- 
rience with this plant, dateq back forty 
years._or more. It. grows fairly well on 
any soi] that is mich enough. 1 have it 
growing on hard clay soil, and made five 
cuttings the *past season, which amount- 
ed to perhaps as much as four to six 
tons of cured hay. It should be cut 
when it commences to bloom the first 
time, and afterwards as often as_ it 
reaches that stage. J am not aware that 
there is any method of cutting that will 
interfere with the success of the next 
year’s crop. Cut it when it is large 
enough, not later than when it com- 
mences to bloom freely, and as: often 
thereafter as it reaches a_ suffictent 
height to cut éastly. 

3. By winter vetch I presume you mean 
hairy vetch. When sown with rye, or 
otherwise, is not injurious to horses or 
mules, It is a very valuable forage crop. 
If, sown with or without rye, I eannot. 
guarantee more than one cutting -uniess 
the ground is rich enough to produce an 
early cutting, say, by the middle of April. 
You know it is an annual plant and dies 
down after it makes seed.
